The April, 1967, issue, No. 88, of "The Thunderbolt," 
which is self-described as "the official White Racial Organ 
of the National States Rights Party" on page 7 contained a 
letter written to the editor of "The Thunderbolt" by ROY F. WAKE, 
2508 South Enchid Avenue, Berwyn, Illinois, The letter calls 
for throwing out union officials that givq pension funds to 
Vblacks and beatnik scum" for civil riots # It also calls 
for walking out on sermons and non-participation in church 
programs which preach race mixing. It also calls for the 
joining, supporting and working with the National States Rights 
Party to make this nation a better place to live. s 

f ♦ Public Appearances and Demonstrations 
By NSRP Members 

The Alan Douglas Show was heard over radio station 
WKYC, Cleveland, Ohio. This program commenced at 11:05 p.m., 
on April 17, 1967, and concluded at 1:00 s a.m., on April 18, 1967. 

The Alan Douglas Show is a panel type discussion 
program which presents controversial matter type programs. 
Alan Douglas acts as a moderator and usually has two or 
three experts from a particular field expound a certain 
controversial subject with another group or one or two 
individuals acting on the opposite view. However,, in this;, 
case it was evident that Alan Douglas was not only the 
moderator of the program but took the opposite view from 
that of the NSRP. This prografa followed the usual format 
of having individuals telephone the" station directly or 
send telegrams to express their views and ask the panelists 
various questions. This phase of the program is usually 
the last thirty minutes of the program, as was the case 
during the NSRP program. 

At the inception of the program CHARLES O. FARRIS 
was introduced as the Chairman of Chapter 49 of the NSRP, 
Cleveland, and MARTIN BARRETT was introduced as the Midwest 
Coordinator of the NSRP, Chicago, Illinois. In addition,

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a Mr. "NELSON LUCKY (phonetic) was the third member of the 
NSRP" panel who was introduced solely as a member of Chapter 
49, NSRP, Cleveland. . . ., 

During the early part of the- program, FARRIS 
was" asked by DOUGLAS to give an estimate* of the number of 
people in the NSRP, as well as their names. FARRIS replied 
that *he was hot permitted to give the number of people 
in the NSRP nationally or locally but, that the NSRP is the 
"strongest right wing group" and then pointed out that the 
NSRP is "stronger than the klan." 

Following FARRIS' remarks the platform of the 
NSRP was given by DOUGLAS with comments usually from FARRIS 
on each particular item. In general it was agreed by 
FARRIS that the NSRP advocates a white America, with 
white supremacy; expouses the eventual total segregation 
of the white race from the Negro and the Jew; the opposition 
of race mixing between all races and organizations and 
finally a program whereby all Negroes in the United States 
would be sent to a country of their choice in Africa and 
all Jews sent to Israel. 

FARRIS and BARRETT during the program continually , 
pointed out that the NSRP is not radical in nature nor 

do they advocate violence. FARRIS also denied any - 

relationship between the NSRP and any klan- 'organizations v r?,\ '-' 

Throughout the program FARRIS-jandrBARRETT maintained.^ 
that they did not consider violejtice^aj^a^ 
Negro problem, %' v ^ ^t ^^r^ _v M 'i .■ : * 

It\sas noted that ^fte^tli^rdvfmember of the NSRP 
panel, NELSON LUCKY, did -not, actively participate in the 
discussion and ±1 appeared that he was not well versed on 
the subject matter by the few comments that he did make. 
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Following the regular panel discussion, the program 
was thrown open to telephone calls and telegrams from the 
listening public. None of the callers or telegram writers 
were favorably impressed by the appearance of the NSRP or 
what they advocate ♦ The majority of them openly indicated 
that the members of the NSRP were plainly "ignorant" as 
well as un-American, 

Throughout the program ALAN DOUGLAS continually 
"tore up" any discussion by the NSRP panel members and 
for the most part made them look very bad. In general 
the selection of these three NSRP representatives was very 
poor and their appearance did more to harm the NSRP 
movement than it did to help their program. The publicity 
that they received throughout this particular program was 
adverse to their motivation for appearing oh the program 
and the sampling of the numerous individuals who called 
the program and wrote telegrams to the program would 
indicate that there is little interest in the NSRP movement.

On October 31, 1967, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised he learned of 
information concerning counter demonstration activity in 
Milwaukee on October 29, 1967, as follows: 

• Source stated original plans to proceed by motorcade 
to Milwaukee did not materialise. Source stated that three 
members of the Chicago branch of the National States Rights 
Party (NSRP) , along with certain members of the Citizens for 
Cicero and Berwyn Organisation, an 1 organization opposed. to 
any open housing proposals in Berwyn and Cicero, Illinois, 
met on October 29~ 1967, and at Catholic Churches in Berwyn 
passed out literature which was in opposition to a new Catholic 
Catechism Book being utilized in Catholic schools which compares 
Martin Luther King with Christ. 

Following this the three NSRP members traveled to 
Milwaukee to participate in the counter demonstration being 
staged there by Milwaukee Citizens Civic Voice, (MCCV) . The 
group arrived in the afternoon and proceeded", toC 1200* NortlV

The Bureau instructed that each office is to remain 
alert for the publication of any black nationalist newspapers, 
newsletters, or any similar printed material. Each issue of 
such material is to be submitted to the Bureau with a letter 
analyzing its contents. This analysis is to include information 
as to whether cases have been opened on individuals identified 
* as black nationalist leaders, whether those qupted as having 
made inflammatory speeches have been recommended for the 
Rabble Rouser Index, whether cases have been opened; on black 
nationalist groups named therein, and whatiis being done regarding 
coverage of future black nationalist events. The Bureau noted 
that the letter should show that full use has been made of the 
publication from an intelligence standpoint. 

The Bureau further noted that it must be understood 
that such papers and analysis must be submitted to the Bureau 
by t more expeditious means if the facts so warrant. In this 
regard the Bureau noted that any such paper or publication can 
achieve notoriety locally or nationally by reason of its inflammatory 
contents and that the Bureau may receive inquiries from 
Government officials concerning same.

On February 1, 1968, SV T-24 advised that on April, 12, 
1967 a checking account had been* opened .at the Liberty National 
Bank and Trust Company, Savannah, Georgia, under the na'me of 
the National Executive Committee of the National States Rights * 
Party, E* 0* Box 6263, 8 Montgomery Crossroads, Savannah, 
Georgia. According to SV T-24, the initial deposit was $lil96.25, 
and the authorized signatures entitled either J* 'B. STONER, 
Vice Chairman, or Dr # EDWARD R. FIELDS, Director, to write checks 
on this account. The account was maintained during the inter- 
vening period, #ith a monthly balance of about $1,000, with' 
several large deposits of numerous small checks from all over 
the country as well as cash being rakde during each month. 

According to SV T-24, on July 7, 1967, another checking 
account was, opened at the same financial institution under the 
name of "The Thunderbolt", same address and authorised signatures. 
This account was opened with a cash deposit of $233, but two more 
deposits of small checks totaling about $1,500 were made by the 
end of July, 1967. This account maintains a somewhat higher 
balance and has increased gradually. 

SV T-24 said. that as of January 31, 1968, the balance 
in the first account was $1,308.25; the balance in the second 
account was $2,672.36. 

SV T-24 related that the funds were sometimes trans- 
ferred from one account to the other and that, the expenditures 
appeared to be for such matters as printing, bills, postage, 
utility and rejit for^ quarters, wages of employees, traveling 
expenses and other minor expenditures.

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(B) WHITE MILITANT GROUPS - RACIAL MATTERS. 
(ORGANIZATION) -.- In view.pf increasing militancy in the racial, 
field, neighborhood groups whose members are of the white race, 
have been springing up throughout the United States. Some of these 
groups appear to be militant in nature and some urge the white man to 
arm himself as a means of protection against racial violence. Some of 
these groups are known to sponsor demonstrations against integration 
and against the bussing of Negro students to white schools. Others 
appear to advocate more violent methods of opposition to integration. 
The appearance of these groups is noted mostly in the white ghetto 
areas of the large ;cities which border on minority group living areas. 

In order to fulfill our responsibilities in the racial 
intelligence field we must be cognizant of the groups and their aims 
and purposes. Upon receipt of information as to the formation or 
existence of such a group, a preliminary investigation should be 
immediately initiated to determine the aims and purposes of the organ- 
ization, its leaders, approximate membership, as well as any pertinent 
background data which will assist in determining the militancy of the 
group. 

From information presently available, it appears that 
many of these organizations have been founded on principles of fear 
rather than hate and as such, they cannot be classified as hate groups. 
Your investigations should,, therefore, be discreet and most circumspect. 
You should limit your inquiries to a review of Bureau files, contacts with 
Bureau informants, and established sources, and the use of public 
source, information.

," in form suitable for dissemination should be forwarded to the Bureau 

-\ .together with a recommendation as to whether additional investigation 
. is warranted under Section 122A of the Manual of Instructions as it

In addition to the above, I wish to point out to you the 
, possibility of reactions by the Klan, white hate groups, and residents 
of white ghetto areas to the recent wave of racial disorders resulting 
from the assassination of Martin Luther King, Jr. You should remain 
'_ alert to\this possibility. Informant coverage of the Klan, white hate 
groups, and white ghetto areas must be intensified so that plans of
